William Bald- 
win (megro) was hanged by the Sheriff 
of this county here today for the mur- 
der and assault of Mrs. Harvey Morris 
-her three-year-old daughter, 
Aminta, on the ranch of Harvey Mor- 
ris, two or three miles from the town 
of Roosevelt, on January 31 last. 

Baldwin, a burly negro laborer, Came 
to Arizone last fall, 
O'Rourke & Co., contractors on the 
Roosevelt Dam. He had worked forf 
the same firm wn the Galveston, Tex.. 
seawall. With him came his wife and 
child, who returned to Texds . Decem- 
ber. 

His victims, Mrs. Harvey er and 
her three-year-ol.} daughter, lived near 
Sait River, a couple of miles from the

Seven-Acre Tract Hidden Away ‘in 

Hille Said to Provide ideal a- 

‘ tien for Stockade and Prison Build- 

inge—Construction to Be Begun by 

August First. 

The Board of Public Works 
Land Committee of the Council | se- 
lected a site yesterday for a ‘city 
Workhouse. The location is a seven- 
acre tract of city land on the edge 
of Elysian Park about 500 feet west 
of Buena Vista street. 

A rough sketch of the plans for the 
new buildings has already been drawn; 
ground will be broken for the new 
stockade and workhouse by August 1. 
The administration has decided not 
to join with the county Supervisors in 
erecting a joint cly and county build- 
-Ing. This will be solely a municipal 
affair and only persons convicted) in 
Police courts will be 
there. 


The new site is a part of the oot: 
hills on the western side of Elysian 
Park just back of the old Calvary 
Cemetery. The entrance will be from 
Bishop street. Members of the Land 
Commmittee say that the buildings 
will stand in one of the folds of the 
hills, and that there is enough arable 
land to raise vegetables for the pris- 
oners. 

The estimate of first cost provides 
for the expenditure this summer of not 
more than $10,000. It is proposed that 
the buildings shall be of cement and 
s0 arranged that additions may be 
added from year to year. The con- 
struction work will be hastened this 
summer that the congestion at the city 
prison may be relieved as soon as 
possible. 


Surprise was expressed by a number 
of officials yesterday that this land 
west of the park has not been utilized 
before. The site is much more suit- 
able for a pest house than the pres- 
ent location in Chavez ravine. It soon 
developed that,.city politics has kept 
the land unoccupied. The tract is lo- 
cated near some valuable fire clay de- 
posits and the brick men were strong 
enough politically to keep the pest 
house out of the*cafion. 

The good points in favor of the site 
selected are that the workhouse will 
be located in a fairly central spot, 
and at the same time it will not 
an eyesore or a blot on the city beau- 
tiful. While not further than 500 feet 
west of Buena Vista street it is hid- 
den away in a cafion where it will 
geen only by those who go to ! k 
for it. | 

Monday the Land Committee oe 
Tecommend to the Council that t 
site be designated by ordinance as the 
grounds of the city workhouse, and 
that construction work on the new 
buildings be commenced at once. 


PARK NOW ASSURED. | 
CITY'S FINE WINDFALL. 


Two important conferences were 
held yesterday for the purpose of dis- 


cussing ways and means by which the +P 


city may obtain title to Agricultural 
Park and improve the property as a 
public pleasure ground. During the 
forenoon Mayor Harper, Charles Can- 
field and E. L. Doheny discussed the 
situation in the chief executive's office 
at the City Hall. In the afternoon 
Chairman Wallace of the Finance Com- 
mitee and W. G. Kerckhoff, the heav- 
fest stockholder of the “Private 
Board,” joined in the conference. 

For years a legal: battle has been 
in progress between the members of 
the “private board” and the directors 
of the State Board representing the 
Sixth District Agricultural Associa- 
tion; the case is now pending in the 
Supreme Court of the State. Mayor 
Harper and W. M. Humphreys, park 
commissioner, have evolved a plan 
whereby they hope to effect a com- 
promise between the two factions that 
will result in the city’s securing title 
‘ to the land. The tract comprises more 
than 100 acres. It has a 180-foot front 
on Figueroa street and it could be 
converted into the handsomest pleas- 
vre ground in the West. Real estate 
men place a value of $500,000 on the 
property. 

Details of the compromise have not 
yet been arranged, but he opinion was 
expressed last night by all who at- 
tended that the city will secure the 
property for a comparatively small 
eutiay. 

Negotiations have proceeded so far 
that the Park Board has included in 
its estimate budget for the year an 


item calling for $25.000 to be expend-_ 


ed on Agricultural Park. 

Mr. Kerckhoff has set an excelierit 
example to the other stockholders of 
*=: private board in offering to donate 
to the city practically the whole of 
his holdings. Kerckhboff is the largest 
individual owner of stock in the cor- 
poration, his holdings amount to more 
than one-fifth of the entire property. 

The opinien was expressed last night 
that the final outcome of the confer- 
ence will be that the city can secure 
title to the park by a payment of not 
more than $460,000; about half this sum 
Aas already been pledged ir private 
subscriptions. 

It is the determined attitude of the 
State Board that has made possible 
the present compromise.

NEW POST- CARD RULE MADE. 


After August 1 ieteagee May Be Writ- 
ten” on Left Third of Face of 
Postals. 

{BY THE ASSOCIATED 

WASHINGTON, July 12.—For years 
Americans and others have been send- 
ing to the United 8 from foreign 
countries postal cards and post cards 
(private mailing cards) with messages 
written upon the front as weil as upon 
the back of the cards, although in this 
country this advantage has been denied 
the users of government _ cards. 

Some months ago the ited States) 
postal laws and were 
amended so ae to give that privilege 
to buyers of post cards, but such a 
concession Was not made applicable 
to postal cards. 

In order to revoke this inconsistency 
and to prevent further confusion and 
annoyance to the public, Postmaster- 
General Meyer today promulgated an 
order, effective August 1, 1987, provid- 
ing that. me Ss side of a postal card 
may be dividef by a vertica! line placed 
one-third of the distance from the left 
end of the tard, the space to be used 
for a niessage, ete., the portion to the 
right to be used for address only. 
A very thin sheet of paper may be at- 
tached if it adheres to the card, and 
such a postal may bear both writing 
and printing. Advertisements, illus- 
trations or writing may appear upon 
the back of the card and upon the left 
third of the front. 

Postals bearing particles of glass, 
metal, tinsel or other such substances 
are deciared to be unmallable, except. 
when inclosed in envelopes with praper 
postage or if treated in such a manner 
as will prevent the materials from be- 
ing rubbed off or injuring the hands 
of the persons handling the matfle.

UNION CONSOLIDATED REFINERY 


AND ELK CONTRACT. 


Five-Year Agreement Entered Into. 
Figure is Highest Rate Paid on 
Contract Known for Some Years. 
Report from Coalinga of Sale of 
Land Once Held Here, 


The highest-priced contract that has 


been made public in a long time has. 


been concluded and will be formally 
signed within a day or two between 
the Union Consolidated refinery of 
this city, managed by H. M. Russell, 
and the Elk Consclidated Oil Com- 
pany, operating in Santa Paula Cafion, 
Ventura county.

An oil worker just down from Co- 
alinga brings a report that the lands 
formerly held by the Yarikee Doodle 
Oil Company, a Los Angeies corpora- 
tion, organized during the b boom 
some years ago, and located some 
twelve miles south of Coalinga, has 
just changed hands at what seems to 
be a preposterously high price, viz., 
a million dollars, or thereabouts. As 
the report is unconfirmed, and no de- 
tails are given, it is well to whith- 
hold credence until later, especially 
as to price.

These 
stations will have three Edgemore 
water tube’ boilers of twenty-five- 
horse-power each. These are manu- 
factured by the Edgemore Iron Works 
of Edgemore, Del., and will be erected 
by the Tracy Engineering Company.
